The Titulars = Tackimen of the 
Teinds within the Paroch of Calder, 
andthe Heretors of the fazd Paroch 
for their Intereſts. 


HE Paroch of Calder being a part of the Subdeanery of 
 -. Glaſpow, the Teinds of the haill Subdeanry did formerly 
belong to the Duke and Dutcheſs of Hmiltour, aid were 
purchaſed by the Colledge of Gliſgow, from the (zids Duke 

| and Dutcheſs about the year 1656. 

Pefore the Colledge purchaſed theſe Teinds,there had heen Application made 
to the Presbytery of Gl.ſ--w, by the Heretors of the ſaid Paroch of Cald:r, 
for a Viſitation and Persmbulation of the Paroch. in order to the Ere&ion 
of a new Kirk. And arcordingly the Paroch being duely Perembulat 
by the Miniſters Commiſlionat from the Presbytery upon cheir Report 
that the Paroch was (© large, and the Pecple {o numerous therein, ( being 
above 15co Commuznicants, ) and the way ſo impaſſible in the time of ary 
wet Weather, there was no poſſibility to travel to the Church, the Presbytry 
found an ablolute neceſſity of a new Erection, and ſerioufly recommended 
the perfeQing of the ſame to the civil Judicatory, as their AC thereupon dated 
the 2 7th of Jure 1649, lying 1n Froces bears. 

The proſecuting of this new Erecticn, according to the appointment of the 
Presbytry, being obſtrufted by the troubles of theſe times, how ſoon ſforver 
the Country came to any Settlement, this Erefion was ſo obviouſly necef{:ry, 
that in a»»0 1656, the Presbytry of Glaſgor did again Perambulat tle ſaid 
Paroch by Mr. John Carſtairs, Mr. Patrick Gilleſpie then Principal of rhe Col- 
ledge of Glaſgow, with other Miniſters, who, after much pains and diligence, 
for the ſpace of two whole Days,did Perambulat the ſame,and tound the ſaid 
Fretion neceflary.$& reported tle ſame to the Presbytry, who appro»: there- 
of.and recommended the ſame to the civil Judicatory, for eſtibliſhing $ per- 


feAing thereof, in the ſame manner asit had beendonejn «no 1649.And ter an 
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evidence of their Zeal and Pains in that matter, did {et down the place where 
it wss fitteſt the new Church ſhould be built, and expreſied every particular 
Room whereof the new Paroch ſhould conftit, as tte Act of the Presbytry

No ſooner was the Government of the Church reftored againſt the Uſar- 


pation of Epiſcopacy, but as ſoon the Pre-bytry of Glaſgow became convinced 
of the bencfite and neceſlity of what that Fresbytry had done in order to a 
new Ere&tion at Calder, in the years 1649, and 1656, which good defign 
of theirs had not been hindered, but by the Troubles, firſt 11 the State, and 
then in the Church ; wherefore, the Presbytery having ſeen and confdered 
both theſe Ads, did ratihe the ſame, and recommend the new EreCtion to the 
Commiljion of Plantation of Kirks, to be accompliſhed and pertetted according 
to Law, as their Act dated in anno 1697 lying in Proces bars. 

In proicecution of thir ſeveral Acts and Recommendations from the Prel- 
bytry,there 1s Summonds raiſed before the Com mi([ſron for Pl:ntation of Kirks. 
for erecting the new Church within the Paroch ot Ca/a'r, and moditying a 
Stipend for the ſame, whereupon the Lords and others of t!'at Commiſſion 
having appointed a Perambulation of that Paroch of C:lder. by ſome of their 
own Number, who having made Report of the foreſaid Perambulation, find- 
ing a new Eretion abſolutely necefary, both for the Minilters ſake and the 
People, the ſame is now about to be adviſed. 

At the Perambulation, made by Warrand of the Commiſſion, Mr. John Law 
ore of the Regents of Glaſgow,naving compeared in nanie of that Colledge,did 
Object againſt the Perambulation,and pretend, that the Teinds of thar Paroch, 
being a Fond for a Profeſſion of Theology within the ſaid Colledge of Gls/ſ- 
gow. could not be diverted or applyed to any other uſe, to the prejudice of 
the Cclledge ; and therefore, 2t the adviſing the Report, it is like Compes- 
rance may be made for the Colledge, and the ſame Pretences pled, to hinder 
the new Erection. 

To which itis anſwered for the Furſuers, 1. That the Colledge Right being 
the ſame now that it was in are 1656, and the Principal of the Colledge up- 
on that Perambulation having found a new Eref&ion neceflary, and ſubſcribed 
his conſent thereto, it is hoped neither the Colledge, nor the preſent Members 
thereof, will come ſhort of, nor ſo far condemn the Zeal of fo faithful and 
pious a Miniſter, and their own Precedeſſor the then Principal, as to oppoſe 
the ſaid Eretion. 2. Thir Teinds being nopart of the original Foundation of 
the Colledge, nor morrified them as a part of their Revenue, but purchaſed 
from the Duke of Hamilter for a price, they can be in no other caſe then 
other ſingular Succefſors could have been. And therefore, as it would never 
have been contraverted, that if the Teinds had remained with the Duke of 
Ham lton, they would have been lyable for this new EreCtion, ſo they muſt 
be lyable in like manner when acquired by any ſingular Succeflor ; and the 
Caſe is the ſame as to Teinds, being lyable to the Stipend of the Church, as it 
is to Lands for payment of his Maje'tics Ceſs and Publick Burdens ; for ag 
mortified Lands are free, yet Lands acquired by Hoſpitals or Colledges, are 
ſtill lyable as the Lands of any other Heretor, and fo as the Colledge of Gl4/e 
gow would be lyable for the Ceſs and Publick Burders of Lands, if they ac- 
quired, ſo they muſt likewiſe be lyable for a Stipend, and Augmentations 
as 2 natural and unleperable Burden upon them, by whomſoerer they be ac- 
quired, becaule, originally debentyr parechs. and ſo by tranimiffion of Rights 

can 
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can be deprived of a ſutable Maintainance ont of them. 9g. This was fo far 
underſtood to be the intention and meaning of Parties, both Buyer and Seller 
the time of this Purchaie, tha? it will not be denyed, bue the Dilpoſition 
made by the Duke of Ha/ion in favours of rhe Colledge, was cxpreſly bur- 
dened with new Erections and Augmentati>s, and the Colledge having ac- 
quired them in that manner, can never plead to be exempted from thar Bur- 
den by any voluntar. Deed of their own aiterward, whether by a volnnrar

theſe purchaſed Teinds muſt ftill remain ſubje& ro the Burdens t:atural to them, 
and by expreſs Pattion and Condition entzilled upon them by the Diipoſj- 
tion. | 

As to the pretence that thir Teina3 are the Fond for a Sallary to the Pro. 
feflor of Theology in the Colledge of Glaſzow. 

Itis an{wered, 1. That there was a Profeſſor of Theology eſtabliſhed and 
duly provided, for in that Colledge long beiore the year 1656; And 
therefore that Proviſion could never be inverted to any other ue, to derive 
the Burden of a Protefior upon thir Teiids, which conid never be lyable 
thereto in the manner they were. acquired in prejudice of a new Ere&ion 4- d 
competent Provilion for a Miniſter. 2. Not only was the Profefſor of Divi- 
nity duly provided for by the Conſtituticn of the Coiledge, butthe Teinds 
of the Paroch of (7024n were gifted by his Maj:ſ.y in f.vours of the prin- 
cipa! of that Colledge, as a Sallarv tor his being a Profeffor of Divinity there: 
in : And therfore {ſeing compe:eni Proviſion was made for two Frofefſors 
beſides thir Teinds : Thar pretence can never he ſuſtained to hinder this 
new Ereftion, 3. Beſtles the rwo Provifions tor Protefſors of Theology 
above-mentioned, n!s Majcity hith been plealed : © beſtow ro00 1b. $ erling 
yearly out of rhe Biſh:5ps Rents for trac very end and uſe ; And :nerefore, 

ſince there is a three fold Provition without any ourden to their Teinds ; Its 
hoped the Lords of the Commiilion will not hinder this Ere&ion upon pre- 
tence of a fourth ſuperfiions and unneceſſary Proviſion in favours of one 
fingle Profeſſor, who by tis Princip.ls cannot own the Plurality of B»nefices 
4. Et ſeparatim, Tie Sub Deanry of C1. {gow whereof the Pariſh cf Cal ley 
1s a part,is 2 Penefice that corſi;ts of near to 50 Chalder of Viftual yearly of 
Parſonadge Teinds,befices aGrafſom of 120co Merks payable by the Heretors 
to the Colledge every 19 vears, when their Tacks expites; And likewars beſides 
the Viccardge Teinis. which properly did b:Jong to the Miniſter of Cal-{ex 
as Viccar to the Sub-D-an ; So that when 24 Chaldersof Vicual are Payed 
to the three preſent Incumbents of the Sub-deanry, and althouzh cizht Chal- 
ders are granted to this new Erection, which is defired, yet there rem:ins 18 
Chalders Victual, whereof allowing 12 toa Profeſſor there remains ti!) 6 
to the Colledge, ſo that the Profeſſor of Theology isno ways pred zed by 
this new Erection. 5. Te Colledge themlelves areſo little {-niible of the 
want of a Fond wherewith to maintain their Profeſſor, that fince thir Sum- 
monds were intented, thar they have given 1200 Merks yearly to two new 
Profeffors, viz. the one of Hiſtorv and the other of Mathematicks ; So that 
the Colledge cannot pretend neither the wart of a Fond for a Preofeffor cf 
Theology, nor {5 much Povercy as they plead. 

AS it is evident from the above Feiſons, that there is no difference as to 
the Teinds of Calder betwixt tne Colledge and any other Titular and by 

the Perambuation 1656, lying in Proces, that Mr. (1/aſpie then Princip-1 
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acquieſced to this new Erettion ; So Mr. Duzlsp the preſent Principal at a 
meeting of the Presbytery having proponed bis ObjeCtions, and received ſa- 
tisfa&ory Anſwers theretothat he was fully convinced of the neceſlity of a 
new FreQion in that Pariſh, that the Purſuers are confident, that he will not 
marr, obſtru& or Divert ſo good and pious a Work ; And there can no pre, 
tence of the leaſt Inconveniency from thisEreCtion bealledged by theColledge 
as an incouragement for other Pariſhes to ſeek the ſame, For as to any of 
the other five Paroches where they have Right ro the Teinds, that there are 
four ofthem ſo ſmall that they are incapable of a new EreCtion. a-d the fifth 
is not a Pariſhof fo many Communicants as to need two Kirks, not being 
ſo many be 5 or 600 as the Pariſh of Calder, and beſide rheſe Teinds belong 
to = Colledge by another manner of Right, viz. Mortifications and other 
Rights. 


In Reſpe& whereof the Report ought to be adviſed, and the 
Kirk erctted, and aStipend modified in the Terms of the Lybel.
